Capt. Cowdon’s article On the Deepen- 
ing of the Channel and the Reclamation of the 
Low Lands.“ The argument of Capt. Cowdon 
differed from the plans before Congress as 
much as the theory of Galileo on the solar sys- 
tem differed from the theory of others. He 
argued that, in contrast with the levee system, 
which proposed to confine and dam up the 
waters to a single channel, the true policy is to 
open all the outlets, and divert Red River and 
all its tributaries from the Mississippi River, 
which would make the capacity for outflow 
greater than that of the inflow. This would 
prevent any overflow, and also give the Mis- 
sissippi River so much greater flood-tide slope 
that during high-water periods the current 
would have the force to wash out the sands 
that make the shoal places, and carry 
them to the Gulf, deepening the channel. The 
results would be, that from Cairo to New Or- 
leans there would be water enough for steam- 
ats with ten feet draft, and this without 
wing-dams or levees. The reclamation of the 
lands in the valleys from overflow would be tn- 
evitable. The cost of this work would be very 
small; and to illustrate the system, by making 
an outlet below New Orleans into Lake Borgne, 
would not cost more than $150,000. The article of 
Capt. Cowdon made a fine impression on the 
Committee.

The im- 
mediate cause of the death of Mr. Orton was 
apoplexy, with which de was stricken at 11 
o’clock last night. 

Last week, Mr. Orton, on returning home 
evenings, complainea of being very tired, Yes- 
terday he attended church with his family, and 
during the day, while not complaining of feel- 
ng ill, he stated that he was very much 
fatigued. Last night, at 11 o’clock, he was 


summoned, and some friends of the family call- 
ed in, all of whom remained with Mr. Orton 
until he died. 

THE CAREER OF MR. ORTON 
since becoming the head of the vast combina- 


ern Union Telegraph ;Company is well known 
to the public. He was master of all its branches, 
and controlled tnem with conspicuous energy 
and ability. The consolidation of the Atlantic 
& Pacific Telegraph Company with the Wéstern 
Union, last year, was chiefly due to Mr. Orton’s 
efforts. In December, 1867, he established the 
Journal of the Telegraph. He shunned connec 

tion with private institutions which were likely 
to interfere with his devotion to especial du- 
ties, but he served as Commissioner to select 
the site of a new Post-Office, and was one of 
the Commission to assess damages to property 
by elevated railroads. He had long been a prom 

inent member of the Union League Club. 

HIs FAMILY, 

Mr. Orton leayes a wife and eight children, to 
whom he was devotedly attached. Although 
not remarkably wealthy, he had acquired a com- 
petence. During the last few years he had 
heavily insured his life. The total amount of 
policies on his life in various companies is re- 
ported to be from $50,000 to $60,000.

1, 1878, provided, always, people will come for- 
ward and y theirtaxes. If the Collector is not 
able to collect taxes, the Treasurer will not be able 
to pay county orders; but admit that 15 or 20 wer 
cent of the ap ropriation will remain unpaid, there 
will still re money enough to pay every dollar 
that will be required for general county purposes 
under an economical administration.

Red-Tapeism Vindicated. 
Washington fost. 

Some mention has been made from time to 
time in these beautiful columus of the bili in- 
troduced in the House by the Hon. Anson G. 
McCook, of New York, for the relief of Private 
William Hines, of Company F, Bighteenth 
United States Infantry. It seems that on or 
about the Lith day of October, 1876, the trousers 
and blanket belonging to Private Hines were 
destroyed by a fire, which broke out in his tent 
at Aiken, 8. C. The amount of bis loss in 
money was $8.65. He claimed that the fire was 
purely accidental, and that he was entitled to 
have bis blanket and trousers eratuitously du- 
plicated. The commandant of the regiment, not 
wishing to have Hines appear in Aiken with his 
lower limbs exposed, issued him a pair of regu- 
lation blues and a blanket of the approved 
shoddy pattern. Here the trouble commenced, 
for a question was at once raised as to the au- 
thority of the Government to make Hines a 
present of these articles. The officers who had 
issued them to him were responsible, and they 
stood charged upon the rolls. Hines, of course 
received his breeches and blanket and went off 
about his business. A Boardof Survey, com- 
posed of military officers, was convene 'to de- 
termine whether the fire which destroyed Hines’ 
tent was accidental, incendiary, or Provideptial, 
and nearly all the officers in the regular ‘arm 
were brought into the controversy one way an 
another. The matter finally took the shape of 
a bill, which was introduced in the House by 
Mr. McCook. This bili simply justifies the 
officer who issued Hines his trousers 
and blankets — and does not, 
as is generally sup — reimburse Hines 
directly for his loss. e House Military Com- 
mittee, which bas been the bili a careful 
consideration, bas 8 made up a lengthy re- 
port, accompanied by all the army orders and 
indorsements of the claim, and a priuted copy 
of this able document is before us. The Com- 
mittee was first called upon to decide whether 
Hines, as a private in the army, had a right to 
be at Aiken, S. C., on the 11th or October, 1876. 
The army at that time was being used to con- 
trol the elections in the Southern States, and 
there was a grave constitutional question as to 
its right to be there. The Committee decided 
that Hives was on duty at Aiken by order of 
his superiors, and that, so far as he and his 
trousers were concerned, the constitutionality 
of the question could not enter. The Commit- 
tee next satisfied itself from an examina- 
tion of the testimony of the army Board of 
Survey, that the fire which destroyed Hines’ 
tent originated in the top, and that nobody 
was to blame. It was first t thought that Hines’ 
careless handling of a pipe brought on the ca- 
tastrophe, but this was set aside by the oroof 
that he was not asmoker. All the evidence 
went to show that Hines was sleeping quietly 
in his tent in a disrobed state, as a gentleman 
should, when the fire broke out, and that when 
aroused he made a gallant effort to save his 
property. The House Military Committee very 
sensibly concluded that the officers who fur- 
nished Hines with a pair of trousers did so in 
order to maintain the dignity of the military 
branch of the Government, for at.that peculiar 
period it would dave brought disrepute upon 
the country to have had even so humble a per- 
son as au army private knocking about a 
Southern town in a trouserless condition, and 
the Committee, ＋ ab unanimously urge 
the passage of the bill. In concluding a very 
able and exhaustive report (the printing of 
which must have cost at least $10 under our 
expensive system), the Committee says: 

The trouble with Hines began nearly eighteen 
months since, and the papers only reached the 
bandsof your Committee a few days ago; and in 
placing the final determination of the question 
with the Representatives of the people, they feel 
that they are discharged from further responsi- 
bility. They cannot, however, dismiss the subject 
without calling attention to the almost perfect sys- 
tem of checks and guards thrown around the issu- 
ing of Government property. The thoughtless 
may call it ‘‘red-tape,’* or circumlocution, but 
without it, Hines to-day would be in undisputed 
possession of pair of trousers and a blanket to 
which he would have no legal title. As it is, the 
system has been vindicated, the right of the United 
States to ines“ trousers fully established, and 
bis personal and pecuniary responsibility deter- 
mined. Under all the circumstances * Com- 
mittee recommend the passage of the b 

It is to this splendid vindication of so-called 
“red-tapeism’’ that we wish to call particular 
attention. The time taken up in investigating 
and legislating in this case has cost the Depart- 
ments and the country generally about $3,000 
in view of the perfect system of guards and 
checks which surround the handling of Govern- 
ment property, this is quite reasonable. it ma 
occur to some people, though, that a re 
ment desiring to save the time and money of 
the Government might raise a collection or give 
@ pound party when one of its members loses a 
pair of trousers and a blanket by fire. How- 
ever, we congratulate Representative McCook 
upon bis success in pushing this bill for the re- 
lief of Hines, and trust that favorable action in 
the House will be secured at ap early day.

Talking to the Telephone. 


When we begin to use a telephone for the 
first time, there is a sense of oddity, almost of 
foolishness, in the experiment.- The dignity of 
talking consists in weg a listener, and there 
seems a kind of absurdit — lhe addressing a piece 
of iron; but we must our respect for the 
metal, for it is anything but deaf. The dia- 
phragm of the telephone, the thin iron plate, is 
as sensitive as the living tympanum tall the 
delicate refinements of sound. Nor does it de- 

end upon the thinness of the metallic sheet 
or a piece of thick oboiler-plate’ wil 
take up and transmit the motions of 
the air-particles in all the es of their 
subtilty. And not only will it do the same 
thing as the tympanum, but it will do vastly 
more: the gross, dead metal proves, in fact, to 
be a hundred times more alive than the living 
mechanism of speech and audition. This is no 
exaggeration. In quickness, in accuracy, and 
even in grasp, there is a perfection of sensitive 
capacity in the metal with which the organic in- 
strument cannot compare. We speak of the 
proverbial “‘quickness of thought,“ but the 
telephone thinks quicker than the nervous 
mechanism. Let a word be pronounced for a 
person to repeat, and the telephone will hear 
and speak it a hundred miles away in a tenth 
part of the time that the listener would need to 
utter it. Give a man a series of balf-a-dozen 
notes to repeat, and he cannot do it accurately 
to save his lite; but the iron plate takes them 
up, transmits them to apother plate hun- 
drecs of miles off, which sings them forth in- 
stantaneously with absolute precision. The 
human machine can hear, and reproduce, in its 
poor way, only a single series of notes; while 
the fron ear of the telephone will take up whole 
chords and trains of music, sending them 
by lichtning through the wire, its iron tongue 
will emit them in perfect relations of harmon

The mercantile establishments of this city 
are now doing a heavy business,—much 
more than at a corresponding time in any 
previous year,—and the movement of prod- 
uce also shows a satisfactory increase.

EITHER EXPANSION OR INFLATION. 
If any additional evidence were necessary 


he said that the great dailies of New York 
are under the shadow of Wall street and 
completely controlled by its money-bags,” 
the confirmation could be found in the pres- 
ent tone of the New York journals on the 
Senate proposition to aid in the resumption 
of specie payments. This bill has been 
agreed upon by the Finance Committee as a 
substitute for the bill passed by the House 
repealing the act providing for resumption 
Jan. 1, next. The important points of the 
proposed substitute are: (1) That 4 per cent 
bonds shall be exchangeable for greenbacks 
at par; (2) that legal-tender notes shall be 
receivable for customs duties after July 1, 
next; (3) that greenbacks shall no longer be 
retired in the proportion of 80 per cent of 
the new issues of National Rank notes; and 
(4) that legal-tenders shall not be destroyed 
after redemption Jan. 1, 1879, but reissued. 
These propositions, with one exception, were 
the conclusiong arrived at in the conferences 
between Secretary Sxznmman and the Con- 
gressional Committees, and they have been 
indorsed as a means to render resumption 
practicable at the date fixed in the Resump- 
tion act as it now stands. After all the pre- 


] tensions made by the Eastern press to devo- 


tion to the cause of resumption, one might 
reasonably infer that they would favor any 
proposition calculated to assist in bringing 
resumption about as promised, but the in- 
clination of the Eastern papers generally is 
to oppose the Senate plan. We have before 
us two articles—one from the Nation and 
one from the Hvening Post—which read 
very much like articles printed by the New 
York journals pending the passage of the 
Silver bill. 

The explanation of this seeming incon- 
sistency on the part of the Wall street 
organs is to be found in the fact that the 
Shylocks still hope to force the country 
down to a single gold basis, eliminating 
greenbacks and silver altogether from the 
currency of the country. They demand that 
the greenbacks shall be ail redeemed in gold 
Jan. 1, 1879 (which is palpably impossible of 
accomplishment), and express the hope that

silver a full legal-tender may be discovered 
and corrected.” The Nation pronounces the 
Senate plan to be inflation, thus designed- 
ly practicing deception by substituting in- 
ation for expansion; and the Hvening Post 
reveals the real animus of the Shylock op- 
position to the new Resumption scheme in 
the following paragraph:

This ought to continue so long as specie payments 
are maintained, which may be for months or 


ever, to make sustained specie payments more 
difficult than they would otherwise With the 
general expansion that will follow resumption, it 
is reasonable to expect that the prices of com- 
modities and of all kinds of property will advance; 
that then there will soon be a clamor for more 
currency; that Congress will be appealed to for 
relief, and asked to make the currency equal to 
the wants of trade;"' and that that sapient 
body, which will have assumed the functions of 
the lawe of trade, will grant the request, and 
autborize the issue of the legal-tender note re- 
serve. 


The objection urged to tlm proposed aids 
to resumption consists mainly in the purpose 
of reissuing the greenbacks after they shall 
have been redeemed. Secretary Suerman 
has demonstrated how materially this con- 
struction of the law will lighten the burden 
of resumption, and render it practicable to 
keep greenbacks at par with coin. It is the 
same principle which enables a bank enjoy- 
ing public confidence to maintain its notes 
at par with a reserve of 80 per cent, and re- 
deem all that are presented for redemption. 
It requires no demonstration to show that 
the Government will not be able to aceumu- 
late by Jan. 1 next $350,000,000 in coin 
wherewith to redeem and retire the entire 
volume of greenbacks, and then cancel and 
destroy them. Yet it is this impossibility

The reason why the Wall-street sharks are 
opposed to more money is obvious enough. 
With money more plenty and a specie basis 
fully established, gold would gradually lose 
some of the exaggerated and abnormal pur- 
chasing power it has acquired in the pros- 
pect that it would be the only currency 
available as legal-tender after the 1st of Jan- 
uary next. The money-lenders of the East 
hold certificates of indebtedness in 
the shape of bonds and mortgages 
which represent hundreds of millions 
in value. Th securities were ob- 
tained by 1 of a depreciated cur- 
rency, ranging in value from 60 to 80 per 
cent of the par value of the securities they 
accepted as a pledge and guarantee of pay- 
ment. All their efforts are now directed 
toward exacting payment in a currency of 
the largest possible purchasing power. They 
are not satisfied with receiving a par value 
on a specie basis in return for the 60 or 80 


per cent which they loaned in depreciated 


currency, but they want that par value un- 
naturally increased by contracting the volume 
of legal-tender money within the narrowest 
possible limits. They know, that, if the 
country can be forced down to gold alone as 
a legal-tender after next December, by the 
absolute destruction of all greenbacks, and 
the possible repeal of the Silver act, then 
many of their debtors will find it impossible 
to discharge their obligations, and will be 
compelled to sacrifice their securities and 
property at about one-half its value. It is 
the ambition and purpose of the money- 
lenders to grab all they can, and to absorb 
as much property and acquire as much 
wealth now belonging to other men as they 
can lay their hands on in a technically legal 
way. They have no consideration for the 
general prosperity of the country, and hence 
oppose the very relief which they admit will 
result from the restoration of a specie basis 
as proposed by Secretary Suzrman. They 
should be careful not to overreach themselves 
in this matter as they were in danger of doing 
in their opposition to silver remonetization. 
Actual resumption on Jan. 1 next is practic- 
able and probable, with an adequate specie 
reserve in the hands of the Government and 
the understanding that the greenbacks so re- 
deemed shall be reissued. This plan will 
add gold and silver legal-tender to the pres- 
ent limited supply of greenback legal-tender, 
and the addition will be a real relief to the 
country, because it will be of an intrinsic, 
steady, and permanent character. But if the 
Wall-street money-lenders should succeed in 
defrauding the people ont of this legitimate 
relief, let them look out for a new ‘‘ craze ” 
which will exact and secure an inflation of 
irredeemable currency instead of an expan- 
sion of real money. 
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THE LATE WILLIAM ORTON, 

The death of Mr. WT Orton, Presi- 
dent of the Western Union Telegraph, will 
be recognized as a serious misfortune to the 
country, and especially to the press and to 
those to whose business telegraphy has be- 
come essential. Born without any special 
advantages, he owed all his success to hisown 
energy, industry, and natural ability. He 
was a close, practical student, taking knowl- 
edge rapidly from the actual circumstances 
by which at the time he was surrounded. In 
1845 he engaged in the book trade, but in 
1862 was made Collector of Internal Revenue 
in the Sixth District of New York, where his 
ability, his integrity, and his industry were 
brought into full requisition. In 1865 he 
was appointed Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, to which office he contributed the 
same energetic and intelligent adminis. 
tration which had marked his previous 
service. This office, however, he re- 
signed to accept the Presidency of 
the United States Telegraph Com- 
pany. His investigation of its affairs 
satisfied him that the Company was 
substantially bankrupt, and especially that 
the opposition with the Western Union Com- 
pany was injurious to both. Owing to his 
efforts, the two Companies were consolidated, 
under the name of the Western Union. 
Mr. Orton was elected Vice-President, and in 
1867 was made President of the Western 
Union Company, and this office he held until 
his death. 

His administration of the affairs of the 
Company was eminently successful. He 
made the organization complete} thorough, 
and efficient. He had various troubles to 
contend with. There was a continuous op- 
position and competition which he had to 
conciliate, struggle against, and to overcome. 
In this he was successful, and at the time of 
his death the Company was the owner orhad 


the control practically of all the wires in 


the United States and of the Canadas. This 
he accomplished by purchase or con- 
solidation or by leases, and was in absolute 
possession of the business. Necessarily, he 
was brought into direct collision with the 
press of the whole country. The demands 
of the press were exacting, requiring at 
times the most extraordinary service 
rendered promptly and accurately, and at 
the same time with as small cost as practica- 
ble. Mr. Orton had to protect the Com- 
pany in order to make this business profita- 
ble and at the same time as useful to the 
press and the public as possible. In this 
somewhat perplexing proceeding he acted 
with great skill and consideration, and 
throughout his many years of service gave 
general satisfaction. In like manner he 
had to zealously guard and protect 
the Company from the aggressive pro- 
ceedings to have the Government assume 
control of the telegraph. By his ability and 
adroitness he was able to defeat all such 
schemes when proposed in Congress. The 
cry of monopoly and excessive tolls was a 
constant menace. The charges for teleg- 
raphy have always been acause of com- 
plaint. Mr. Onron had to meet two op- 
posing interests,—that which demanded 
telegraphy at nominal rates, and that which 
insisted upon the highest possible revenue 
from the lowest possible service. He so 
regulated this matter that he claimed the 
service was performed at the lowest possi- 
ble rate consistent with moderate profit. In 
this way he furnished the greatest service 
to the greatest number of people, and at 
the same time made it profitable. 

Mr. OxTOw was a progressive man. He 
never refused knowledge, and expended lib- 
erally in the purchase of every discovery and 
invention pertaining to the art of telegraphy. 
He was one of the friends and aiders of 
Epson in his discovery. Under his man- 
agement telegraphy has improved in many 
respects. He was keenly alive to business, 
and his versatility was of great assistance to 
the Company. He wasa genial man, able 
to make himself agreeable and entertaining 
on all occasions. An admirable speaker, a 
good logician, and a forcible writer, he gave 
to the Company the benefit of all these 
qualifications. He died at a comparatively 
early age. He had been in poor health for 
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bly hastened his physical prostration. 

The Western Union Company has many 
able and experienced fnen in its service; but 
it will be difficult to find a man uniting all 
the rare and peculiar gifts of Mr. Orton to 
the same extent, and thus be a successf 
successor of that gentleman. .

THE EXODUS. 

The exodus of tho first ship-load of negroes 
from Charleston, S. C., to Liberia, on the 
21st inst., marks a curious and interesting 
episode in the history of the black race in 
this country, and, as the trip of the Azor is 
only the prelude of many more to follow, 
the 250 persons who constituted her pas- 
sengers, representing a million more who 
will follow them if they can get the passage- 
money, it is worthy of some consideration. 
This emigration fever is not of sudden origin, 
nor is it confined to South Carolina. The 
desire to go back to Africa is as strong in 
some of the districts along the coast as ever 
was the feeling of the Irish people to come 
over here, and in every part of the South the 
colored people, especially the poor and 
unemployed, are casting longing eyes to the 
land of promise. If they had the means, 
hundreds of thousands would leave as fast as 
vessels could be obtained ,to carry them. 
At one time Frepericx Dovorass, their 
principal advocate, was in favor of acquiring 
Hayti to the extent of establishing a protec- 
torate over the island and colonizing it with 
the surplus blacks of the South, who would 
enjoy in their new home the protection of 
our laws and industrial and domestic advan- 
tages which they have thus far failed to ac- 
quire in this country. As there is no pros- 
pect, however, that such a protectorate will 
be established, they have turned their faces 
towards Liberie, which is a quasi-American 
colony, largely under the control and influ- 
ence of American colonization societies. 

The details of the departure of the Azor, 
printed in our last issue, show that it was 
marked by unusual enthusiasm upon the 
part of the blacks, and that many were so 
eager to go who had not the money to pay 
for the passage that they smuggled them- 
selves aboard and hid among the luggage. 
When the situation is considered in all its 
surroundings, the eagerness of the colored 
men to get to Liberia is not remarkable. 
Emancipation has not brought them the 
mule and forty acres” they expected. It 
has not even brought them the advantages 
they hada right to expect, nor hasit im- 
proved their condition as a race in the man- 
ner that was looked for by the white people 
of this country. The race prejudice exists 
stronger even than before the War. To 
many of them freedom has been a question- 
able boon, bringing with it some privileges, 
but numerous evils that did not exist before. 
They have failed to obtain social recogni- 
tion upon anything like terms of equality. 
They have not been* admitted to the white 
schools or churches. They have not been 
recognized in the political parties according 
to their deserts. They have not had what 
they consider theirshare of the offices. They 
have not had justice awarded them in 
the courts. They ‘have been debarred 
from the exercise of their ordinary 
political rights by an. organized system of 
ostracism and terrorism. They have been 
thrown into Penitentiaries upon the slightest 
provocation. They have been driven from 
their homes, have been whipped and tor- 
tured, and have been shot down like dogs for 
no other offense than exercising the privileges 
of a citizen given them by the law, and in no 
case has one of their oppressors been pun- 
ished. The hard times have left them with. 
out means of support, and thousands of 
them have crowded into the cities, where 
they have been living in destitution and 
idleness, unable to obtain work. Under 
such circumstances as these, it is no wonder 
that they eagerly turn their eyes towards 
Liberia, a land colonized by their own 
people, fertile and fruitful in soil, and where 
each head of a family will be entitled to a 
free grant of twenty-five acres, with the 
privilege of occupying as much more as he 
pleases at a cost of fifty cents an acre. 

In one respect, the new tide of emigra- 
tion will be of great benefit to the South by 
taking off the idle surplus of the negroes. 
Their departure will open up new avenues 
of trade and commerce between Liberia and 
the United States, will improve the condition 
of their brethren left behind, for those who 
can obtain work will stay here, and will pre- 
pare the way for the tide of Northern emi- 
gration that is destined to flow into the 
South and open up new fields of labor there. 
The South is bound to be more and more 
crowded with Northern whites, which 
of itself would tend to make the 
condition of the surplus negroes more 
and more miserable. The noegroés them- 
selves realize this, and feel that the time is 
rapidly coming when they will be elbowed 
out of every source of employment. Hence 
their eagerness to go. Nothing stands in 
their way except the passage money. As 
fast as they obtain it they will leave, and 
undoubtedly they will be helped by the 
Exodus Association, which has already estab- 
lished agencies in various parts of the South, 
with the view of encouraging this emigra- 
tion. It bids fair to offer a solution of a 
vexed question that is at once direct and 
feasible. 


DON’T STRIKE TILL THE IRON IS HOT. 
We trust the reports from Washington to 
the effect that the President will attempt to 
remove Aurum and Connett, New York 
customs officials, before he receives the re- 
port of the Bryonam and Hips Commis- 
sion, are not true. We think the first at- 
tempt would have been successful if the 
President had assigned causes,—causes 
which were to be found in the various re- 
ports of the Jay Investigation Commission. 
But the President did not proceed upon the 
theory that his action was prompted or 
justified by the results of that investigation. 
Hence Mr. Conxuino held vantage-ground in 
the coptest which he was quick to avail him- 
self of, and so he won an apparent victory, 
but by the skin of his teeth. It is true, 
the situation since then has materially 
changed, to the advantage of the President. 
Mr. Conxutno’s exhibition of vanity, 
egotism, and spleen, as shown in 
the World interview, has greatly lowered 
him in public esteem. It is safe to say that 
indiscretion could scarcely have gone further. 
From the interview it is plain that Mr. Conx- 
Linc hates the President cordially, and it is 
equally plain that the sentiment of hate 
springs from petty spite and envy engen- 
dered by his own defeated ambition. Mr. 
Conxiine’s display of pique, wounded vani- 
ty, and malice has produced in the minds of 
people generally a feeling of intense disgust, 
from the effects of which the New York 
Senator will never entirely recover. Then, 
too, the unearthing of the charges and 
commissions” fraud by the House Appro- 
priations Committeee investigation shows 
gross inefficiency, at least, on the part 
of Collector Astuva, thus furnish- | 
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ohanged situation everything to encourage a 
renewal of the contest against Mr. Conx- 
yino’s friends; and, as the President is 
neither less nor more than human, he may 
reasonably be credited with a probable will- 
ingness to humble the man who has never 
spared him, and who now openly treats him 
with measureless scorn and contempt. 
These are reasons in support of immediate 
action by the President in the removal of the 
New York customs officials. Are they suffl- 
cient? We think not. The President 
should not allow personal feeling to 
dictate his conduct in: this more than 
in any other official act; that he 
will not, we feel quite sure. He ought, so 
far as his official action is concerned, to ig- 
nore altogether Mr. Conziino’s bitter ani- 
madversions upon his Administration, as 
well, also, as his passionate personal sneers 
and flings; that he will do so, we have no 
doubt. What ground of action; then, has 
the President now that he has not had these 
six months? Simply the disclosures of the 
House Appropriations Committee investiga- 
tion in regard to the ‘‘ charges and commis- 
sions” cases. These are bad enough no 
doubt. That they seriously compromise the 
official capability,. at least, of Collector 
Antuus, we think is quite clear. But 
they affect no other high official 
in the New York Custom-House. [If 
we understhnd the case rightly, Naval 
Officer CornELt is unaffected by them, as is 
also Appraiser Dutcuer. The situation, as 
it will present itself to the mind of the 
President, touching the propriety of official 
action, is, according to this view, unchanged, 
except in the particular mentioned. Noth- 
ing has been said in the Washington dis- 
patches about the purpose of the President 
in regard to Appraiser Dutcuzn. We can- 
not doubt, however, that the President 
intends to remove Dutcuer when he re- 
moves Artaor and Cornett. The chief 
loss to the revenue occurs through under- 
valuations and damage allowances; and these 
frauds are committed in the Appraiser’s 
office, either through the ignorance or con- 
nivance of the Appraiser and his subordi- 
nates. A proposition to purify the customs 
service at the port of New York without any 
regard to the Appraiser’s office is simply ab- 


surd. We assume, therefore, that it is the 


purpose of the President to remove Doren, 
as well as Anrnon and Conwarr. But if he 
proceeds now, he can assign causes only 


against Anrnun. He will be as lame with | 


regard to Doron and Cornett as he was 
formerly with regard to ArTuur and Con- 
NI. Meantime, it is reported that the 
Brincgam and Hiyvpjs Commission have in 
their possession a mass of evidence showing 
inefficiency and corruption in every branch 
of the New York Custom-House. They 
desire a little more time to visit New York, 
and there complete their investigation. 
Then they will report, and in that report, 
we venture to say, the President will find 
ample cause for the entire reorganization of 
the New York Custom-House. 

Doubtless the President can now defeat 
Mr. Conxuine, but the mere defeat of Mr. 
Como is of small consequence compared 
to the importance of crushing out frauds in 
the New York Custom-House. The facts of 
the forthcoming report of the Brycuam and 
Hus Commission constitute the President's 
reserves. To go into battle without these 
reserves would, it seems to us, be unwise, 
to say the least. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS SAVINGS BANKS. 

The Stay law of Massachusetts was intend. 
ed to protect the savings banks of that State 
against their creditors. Its assistance has 
already been asked for by half-a-dozen banks, 
and others are in immediate need of its pro- 
tection. The banks were organized to take 
the money of the poor for safe-keep- 
ing. They have called in the law-making 
power to relieve them from the consequences 
of investing it foolishly. They are, on their 
own confession, guilty of failure or defalca- 
tion. Either way they are unfit to continue 
in business, and should be wound up as 
quickly as possible. The Legislature has at- 
tempted not only to save them from the or- 
dinary penalties of acts of bankruptcy, but 
to give them the e of realizing on 
their assets in their own time and in their 
own manner. This is an interference on be- 
half of the debtors which is contrary to 
business experience and public policy. Cred- 
itors under such circumstances are entitled 
to judge what is best for their interests. The 
interference of any court or any Legislature 
to take the right from them is an extraor- 
dinary stretch of power. 

The banks were in a bad condition when 
they asked the Legislature to help them. It 
appears from the latest reports that they 
had deposits amounting to $244,596,614, and 
a surplus of only $5,182,570. This latter 
sum includes what is known as the Guar- 
antee Pund, provided for by the State law 
of 1876. The surplus is ridiculously inade- 
quate. Ordinary business principles would 
require a surplus of ten times that amount. 
The most reckless speculator, under similar 
circumstances, would hardly invest his 
money so that he could not realize on it, and 
reserve for possible demands on him not 3 
per cent of his total liabilities. But it is 
shown not only that the savings banks fail- 
ed to keep a sufficient surplus, but that their 
investments were almost criminally loose and 
careless. Of the whole $244,000,000 owed 
by the banks, $123,000,000 is invest- 
ed in real estate, $116,000,000 in 
mortgages, $33,000,000 in public funds, 
$26,000,000 in bank stock, a little 
over $9,000,000 in railroad stocks, and 
$34,000,000 on personal security.” This 
latter item is said to represent loans made to 
manufacturing corporations on the security 
ot the Secretaries, Treasurers, or other offi- 
cials. Much of it has proved immediately 
unavailable, and much more, it is presumed, 
will be classed with worthless or doubtful 
assets. With regard to the surplus of the 
banks, it is said that two savings banks in 
New York now hold a larger cash reserve 
than the 179 savings banks in Massachusetts. 
The largest banks in Boston, holding deposits 
of $19,161,483, had on hand as surplus at the 
close of business Oct. 1, 1877, only $24,623. 
There seems to have been absolutely no pro- 
vision for a shrinkage in value, or for a pos- 
sible panic. Dividends were paid freely out 
of the earnings of the banks, and what 
remained was insufficient to pay depositors 
on demand, and provide for the contraction 
of values consequent upon a resumption of 
specie payment. It must be admitted that a 
showing of this character is not calculated to 
inspire confidence, or to encourage the belief 
that the officials who have thus squandered 
money intrusted to them for safe-keeping 
will wind up their institutions economically 
and quickly. 

Two reasons have been given by the State 
Officials for the passage of the Stay law.

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One of them, curiously enough, is 
from the passage of the Silver bill in Con- 
gress. It is held that the diseyssion on this 
law, in some peculiar manner, was injurious 
to the public peace; and that, since it un- 
settled confidence, the Stay lawis a neces- 


sary measure. We have been unable to fol- 


low the subtle New England intellect pre- 
cisely through this train of reasoning; 
suffice it to say, that it is substantially as 
stated. It is a sorry argument. The New 
England people who held the ver bill to 
be an iniquitous measure y expected 
so soon to cast it in the shade, or to find in 
it justification for a breach of faith which 
has no parallel in the history of 
this country, except in some open repudi- 
ations of State debts. The other reason 
advanced for the passage of the Stay law is 
that it will tend to delay or prevent the 
transfer of the savings of the people from 
State banks to the postal savings banks 
which it is proposed Congress shall estab- 
lish. This is no better a reason than the 
other. If there is any sense or justice in 
favoring private corporations at the expense 
of the General Government, the people 
would like to know what itis. Perhaps the 
true state of the case will more clearly ap- 
pear when the weakness of Massachusetts 
savings banks is fully proved, as it surely 
will be when the day of reckoning comes. 
Meanwhile it seems appropriate that the 
people and press of New England should 
cease lectusing the West about dishonesty, 
or assume to inculcate virtues which they do 
not possess themselves.

Let us confine ourselves to facts. The silver ag - 
tation did stop the sale of bonds. It did force the 
return of probably more than 5100. 000. 000 of 
those already abroad; but for which we should 
have drawn many millionsof—what? Silver? No, 
of gold, from the European stock. What infiu- 
ence has the Silver act had upon the markets? 
None whatever. A few of the coins are in private 

skets as curiosities, but we have never seen one 

n circulation. What effect upgm the Treasury? 
Thus far none at all. To the extent silver is coined 
the Government will make precisely the difference 
between the bullion and the nominal coin value of 
silver dollars. That is the beginning and the end 
of the help silver gives to resumption. On the 
inaximum coinage of a year, $48,000,000, this 
would be a profit of something between $4, 000, 000 
and $4,500,000, or less than one month’s bond 
sales. —DLoston Advertiser. 


You have a curious way of “confining 
yourselves to facts,” if the above must be 
taken as a sample. 1. The Syndicate had 
broken down in the sale of bonds before the 
Silver bill passed the House, and long before 
the goldites deemed it possible it would be- 
come a law. 2 The passage of the bill did 
not force the return of one-fifth the 
amount of bonds stated by the Advertiser, 
and they met a very ready sale at home. 
3. Had it not been for the malicious misrep- 
resentations and downright falsehoods of the 
Boston and New York newspapers, not a 
single bond would have been sent back on 
account of the enactment of the Silver bill. 
It was their lying clatter that frightened a 
few timid, nervous holders on the other 
side into returning their bonds to this 
country for sale; and now they are saying 
chat they listened to the mendacious asser- 
tions of the reckless press of Boston and 
New York and parted with their bonds. 
4. The market for Federal bonds is now as 
good as before the howl of opposition to 
silver-remonetization was raised. Europeans 
have got their eyes open tothe fact that, 
even if their coupons are paid in silver, 
their agents in New York can sell the silver 
for gold drafts on London at about par, and 
they will lose nothing in any event. An 
Engiishman owning French bonds, when the 
interest is paid to him in silver. exchanges 
the silver for gold drafts on London without 
loss. The same thing can be done 
in this country, no matter what the 
discount on silver bullion may be. 
Not one of the Boston or New York goldite 
newspapers had the fairness or honesty to 
point to European holders of our bonds this 
simple solution of the matter. On the con- 
trary, they asseverated in lying chorus that 
the foreign holders would lose 10 per cent 
on their interest, as silver dollars, they said, 
would only pass current for 90 cents! The 
deception practiced by those Eastern prints 
on foreign investors was shameful and scan- 
dalous. 5. The influence the Silver act had 
was to demoralize the gold gamblers. They 
saw that they had no longer a corner on 
coin; that it was useless to try to keep a 
premium on gold, to prepare to make a run 
en the Treasury next January, as silver 
would be flowing into circulation at the rate 
of $4,000,000 a month; and that so much 
of it as reached the Treasury for duties 
would be in their way when they demanded 
gold for their notes. After the bill passed, 
the 3 per cent premium on gold rapidly gave 
way, and now, at the endof six weeks, we find 
gold down to a mere fraction of a cent above 
greenbacks. 6. The Secretary has not yet 
commenced paying out silver dollars for 
silver bullion, but he will shortly. Thus 
far he has refused to exchange them for 
greenbacks, and there is no object in paying 
an equal amount of gold for them, as the 
gold and silver are of precisely the same 
value. 7. The profit of $4,500,000 on a 
year’s coinage of silver bullion is equal to 
the interest at 44 per cent on $100,000,000 
of bonds, which is a sum not to be despised. 
It is also equal to the saving of interest on 
$300,000,000 of 6 per cent bonds purchased 
with the proceeds of $300,000,000 44 bonds; 
and we have never heard of one month's 
sale of 44 bonds amounting to $300,000,000. 
The Advertiser makes itself ridiculous by 
the reasons it adduces for its hostility to the 
restoration of the old, honest standard 
silver dollar. Reform is necessary. 


One of our anti-silver exchanges says: 

In view of the great clamor there was through- 
out the country forthe coinage of the new silver 
dollar, it is not a little remarkable that, since their 
coinage has actually begun, the people have become 
— indifferent ing them. A Washington 

ispatch says there is scarcely any demand for the 
new coin. Of the 2,450,588 new dollars which 
have thus far been coined, the Treasury has been 
able to dispose of only $423, 319 all told, and most 
of these have been bought merely for pocket- pieces. 

This might be called a contemptible fling at 
silver-remonetization, if it was not idiotic. 
The people have become perfectly indifferent.“ 
have they; and don’t wan’t any of them except 
for pocket pieces,” don’t they? Does not 
the writer of that item know that no silver 
dollars can be had except in exchange for gold 
coin What object would any one have to buy 
from the Treasury a thousand silver dollars for 
a thousand gold dollars? Why should any- 
body want them except for “pocket-pieces”’ 
under such circumstances?! The holder can only 
get their face value in gold for them. Who but 
a simpleton would purchase silver dollars with 
gold at par, and then turn round and sell the 
silver for gold at par? This would sillier than 
swapping jack-knives. The Secretary of the 
Treasury refuses to sell silver dollars for green- 
backs, even at the Kor }¢ per cent premium 
which gold bears; he declines for the present to 
part with them except at par for gold; and, as 
they are worth precisely as much and no more 
than gold, of course nobody can afford to buy 
them for purposes of profit on such terms. Ia 
a short time the Secretary will begin to pay 
them out in the purchase of silver bullion, as 
he announced some time ago that he would do. 
They will then begin to appear in circulation, 
and the people will be no more “ indiffereng”’ 
to them than to gold, as they will have exactly 


the purchasing power and the legal-tender 
power of gold.

ARTHUR’S DEFENSE. 


The New York Collector’s Explanation of 
Some of the Damaging Facts Alleged by 
Gen, Curtis. 

Special Dispatch ta The Tribune. 

New York, April 22.—It is claimed by the 
Custom-Ilouse officials and merchants here 
that the transactions in all the 600 or 700 cases 
cited by Gen. Curtis are at least cightecn 
years old, and that the tampering must 
have occurred from twelve to fifteen 
years aco, before the suits were brought. 
Mr. Libbey, of A. T. Stewart & Co., and 
other representatives of mercantile houses, say 
Gen. Curtis must be wrong in his statements 
respecting the charges in general. Curtis 
reported that the Collector was informed that 
several clerks in the employ of the Custom- 
House bad received money from outside parties 
in the refunding cases, and that after their 
names had been given to the Collector he did 
not take any action in the matter. The Collector 
said to-day he could hardly believe Gen. Curtis 
could have stopped there without adding the 
facts of the case. Gen. Curtis did remark to him 
informally that two clerks of the Custom-House 
had received compensation from the prosecut- 
ing lawyer. Although not receiving the in- 
formation officially, Gen. Arthur made imme- 
diate investigation. He found that in 1871, 
after a number of delaysin certuin suits, the 
Solicitor-General of the Treasury suggested that 
the Government clerks be employed by the 
plaintiff es attorney. There would be great ad- 
vantage in such an er us, in the 
event of copies bemg wanted, the nal pa- 
pers would remain in the possession of the Gov- 
ernment. It has never been alleged, Gen. Ar- 
thur said, that the clerks attempted to do any- 
thing wrong with the papers. This extra work 
was done outside of thelr regular dust 
ness.

TRAMPS KILLED.

r. Louris, Mo., April 22.—Tuis morning, 
about 7 o'clock, a freight train bound through 
from Iron Mountain passed Hematite Station 
heavily laden with iron ore.

CHACE’S COUSIN, 

Fart River, Mass., April 22.—Since the de- 
falcation of Chace, the Treasurer of the Union 
Mills, considerable uneasiness has been felt 
about the solvency of the Border City and Saga- 
more Mills, of which George T. Hathaway is 
Treasurer. This uneasiness culminated in the 
protest of the corporation’s paper at Providence 
last weck, which then was attributed to the 
oversight of the Treasurer, but since that time 


| these notes have been permitted to remain un- 


paid. In consequence of this fact the Directors 
made an imperative demand upon Hathaway for 
an immediate statement of affairs. The latter 
has been busily at work upon the settlement, 
and to-day it was submitted to the Di- 
rectors, but no official intimation of its con- 
tents has been made public. It is said, how- 
ever, that affairs are terribly mixed, and that 
Treasurer Hathaway is a heavy defaulter to 
both mills. An expert has been put upon the 
books, and a statement will be given as early as 
possible. Several Directors of the Border City 
and Sagamore Mills were also Directors of the 
Union Mills, and the affairs of the three cor- 


porations are closely allied. 

No statement eau be obtained of Hathaway, 
and the Dircctors will meet again, when, it is 
said, they will give a statement. The Border 
City is involved to the extent of $1,200,000 and 
the Sagamore largely, but no figures are given. 
It appears that Hathaway was drawn into the 
affair through close intimacy with Chace, the 
latter, it is understood, receiving a large amount 
of the funds of the Border City. 

The Border City Mills were incorporated in 
1872, and consisted of two mills till November, 
1877, when Mill No. 1 was destroyed by fire. 
These mills manufactured about 24,000,000 yards 
of cloth per annum, and emploved 900 hands. 
When the first mill was built it was called Tue 
People’s Mill.“ the stock being held by many 
small stockholders. George T. Hathaway, 
about twelve years ago, came to this city and 
became bookkeeper for the Massasoit Flour- 
Mill, and became associated with his cousin, 
Mr. Chace. A few years ago, when real estate 
was bringing fabulous prices, Hathaway invest- 
ed, and realized splendid advances on his pur- 
chases, and soon there was started the Border 
City Mill No. 1, through his instrumentality. 
Mr. Hathaway won the respect of every- 
body, and business men begau immediateiy to 
call him the “coming man.” The Board 
of Trade sent him to England 
afew years since to see what could be done in 
exporting cloth. The Border City Mill No.1 
was burned, and hardly before the fire was out 
measures were taken towards rebuilding. This 
was opposed by many, yet Mr. Hathaway car- 
ried his point, and the mill started, to be paid 
for by the insurance money. Within a few 
years the Sagamore Milis were built, but, by the 
mismanagement of property, decreased in value. 
The cry arose for Hathaway to be Treasurer, 
and he was accordingly elected, and matters 
immediately improved. Lately there was agi- 
tated-the question of another Sagamore mill, 
and accordingly, a few weeks since, Sagamore 
No. 2 was also started. Thus Mr. Hathaway had 
two mills on his hands when the Union Mills 
crash came. Owing tothe close association of 
Chace and Hathaway, suspicion was immediately 
aroused as to whether the Border City was all 
right. A meeting of stockholders of the Union 

lls was held to-day, at which a statement of 
the condition of the financial affairs of the cor- 
poration was presented. The valuation of the 
mill property is $958,120; the amount of regu- 
lar notes outstanding against the corporation is 
$433,668; amount of irregular and void notes 
remaining unpaid, $508,407. The whole amount 
of irregular notes issued is $586,407. The total 
amouut of regular and irregular or fraudulent 
notes, $042,071, and the amount of bills pavable 
in addition to the notes, as far as known, will 
probably not exceed $50,000. The property of 
the corporation is placed at a low estimate, and 
if the illegitimate notes are not included in its 
liabilities, the Company will have a splendid 
property left after paying all its legitimate 
notes. Even should they be held liable for the 
irregular notes, the corporation at the present 
value of its property can pay very nearly 100 
cents on the dollar. 

A resolution was adopted to appoint an ad- 
Visury committee, consisting of John B. An- 
thony, Thomas E. Brayton, and James M. Mor- 
ton, Jr., to advise with and assist the Directors 
in regard to the course and condition of the 
corporation. 

The capital stock of the Border City Mills, 
which was alwags represented by Treasurer 
Hathaway as all paid in, now appears only to 
have been about three-fourths paid. 

The feeling expressed against Hathaway by 
many is very bitter, and bis arrest 
will not probably be delayed as long 
as that of Chace. He has persistently falsified 
the affairs to the Directors since the Union 
Mills defalcation. His friends claim that he can 
show that not one dollar of money has been ap- 
propriated to his own use; that the original 

Haus of money to Chace were made in good 
faith; that Hathaway had property enough to 
hold his corporations harmless; and that until 
a few days he believed his mills would not lose; 
that the recent ioans to Chace had been made 
because the latter threatened and drove him in- 
to a course of action which he never intended. 

It is said that Hathaway confesses that the 
illegitimate paper will amount to $300,000 on 
each corporation, which he says was loaued to 
Chace. From all that can be gathered it ap- 
pears thatthe actual defaication of Hathaway 
in the two corpurations will be between $600,- 
000 and $700,000, though it is hard to tell to 
what extent the notes of the corporation have 
been discounted. 

To-day a representative of a Lynn bank came 
to Fall River, baving a note of the Border City 
Mills indorsed by Treasurer Hathaway, of which 
no account appears on the books of the corpo- 
ration, and no stub on check-book. How many 
such notes are afloat it is im possible to say, and 
consequently to what extent the total indebted- 
ness may be swelled. 

Several attachments were placed on the prop- 
erty of the corporation to-day by employes and 
others. Tuttle & Milne are reported as failing 
to-day through a transaction of Hathaway’s. 
Some time since they sold him cotton, and re- 
ceived in payment two notes of $15,000 each. 
These they indorsed and discounted, and now, 
by the failure of the Border City Mills to take 
care of theni, they are themselves com pelled to 
meet them. 

Boston, Mass., April 22.—It is reported that 
the First National Bank of this city holds $15,000 
of Border City paper.

A CHANCE FOR DOUBT. 
Detroit, Mich., April 22.—On Saturday night 
a lonely farm-house near the suburban village 
of Norris, lovated eight miles from this city, was 
the scene Of a most brutal murder. Two old 
German farmers, men without families, and 
named respectively Anthony Miller and Matthew 
J. Hilliard, lived entirely by themselves in a 
plain little log house, about three miles north of 
the village of Norris. The house stands back 
about four rods from the plank-road, and is near- 
ly a quarter of a mile distant from any other. 
About midnight, Saturday, Hilliard was 
aroused by noises outside, and, opening the 
door, he was at once confronted by six or seven 
armed and disguised men. He was knocked 
down with some weapon, and feigned insensi- 
bility. He then heard them shoot Miller, ran- 
sack the house for money, kill the dog, and 
leave. He soon got up and went for help, 
rousing the neighborhood. No traces were then 
or have yet been found of the murderers. Hill- 
lard is uot dangerously hurt. No money of any 
importance was found by the gang, who are be- 
lieved to have halled from this city. Farther 
investigations have created in detectives’ minds 
an inclination to doupt the survivor’s story, and 
to suspect him of homicide, probably in a quar- 
rel. Still there is no evidence to that effect.

BuRiLiNeton, Ia., April 22.—A destructive 
tornado swept over Jefferson County, in this 
State, yesterday afternoon, demolishing houses, 
barns, fences, and ruining orchards. The course 
of the storm was from west to effet, aad its 
track, from a quarter to half a mile wide, is 
strewn with the wrecks of demolished build- 
ings, fences, and uprooted trees. The follow- 
ing are some of the devastations wrought by 
the storm: 

Mr. Shanstrom, about fpur miles northwest of 
Fairfield, had barn, outhouses, fences, and 
orchard destroyed. 

John Young, a mile farther east, had his Carn 
blown down and his dwelling badly damaged. 

Three-quarters of a mile further east, a man 
named Dwyer had his bare blown down. Three 
of the family were injured. 

Dr. Charles Reed had barn and outhouses de- 
stroyed aud dwelling considerably damaged. 

Sim Sackett had a barn unroofed and his 
dwelling demolished. 

C. J. Reed, close by, had a new barn com- 
pletely demolished and his house moved off its 
foundation some four feet. 

The house of John Booth, half a mile north 
of Fairfield, was lifted off its foundation and 
cerried some four rods when the floor dropped, 
letting down the family, consisting of four per- 
sons, while the house was carried on over their 
heads without injury to any of the family. The 
wreck of the building was strewn over the 
ground for a distance of half a mile. 

A short distance north of Booth’s, Mr. Curry’s 
barn was blown down. 

One mile east of Booth’s, William Ball’s barn 
was unroofed and considerable siding torn off. 

Further east, the barn and all the outhouses 
of Anthony Downing were utterly demolished. 

Five miles east of Fairfield, W. D. Clapp’s 
barn was blown down and one horse killed. 

Near Glendale, Andrew Cassel’s house was 
unroofed and barn and outbuildings blown 
down. 

At the Four Corners, twelve miles east of 
Fairfield, the German Church was liftea over 
the heads of the congregation and utterly de- 
molished without injury to any one.

SWORDS SUPERSEDED. 


Sabres to Be Mustered Out. 

It begins to look as if sword and bayonet 
were to be mustered out of service and regarded 
as no longer dangerous. They have begn for 
centuries almost ideal weapons; they have given 
visible picturesqueneas to armies and lent elo- 
quence to the orator and poet. Now they are 
themselves the object of an attack which seems 
likely to cause their withdrawal from the 
field of poised battle.“ It has long been sus- 
pected that the bayonet was a very harmless 
sort of braggart, and now the sword must 
answer to the same indictment. 

The medical staff of Germany, in its report of 
casualties in the war with France, chronicles 
65,160 killed and wounded, and of these only 218 
were killed or wounded by the sabre or bayonet— 
and ouly six of these were killed! Of the cavalry 
only 138 were killed or wounded by the sabre, out 
of a total loss of 2,286. The cavalry numbered 
40,000, and they swept fiercely over France for 
six months, most of the time in raids in the rear 
of the enemy, aud in all that time they suffered 
only six deaths from the sabre. It is not likely 
that they inflicted more. That is to say, 70,000 
cavalry in both armies swung their terrible 
sabres for half a year when the armies were 
close together all the while, and they killed in 
the aggregate twelve men. 

The record of our War of the Rebellion fs 
equally discouraging for the sword-swingers. 
Out of 253,142 wounds recorded on the Union 
side during the four years’ contest, there were 
only 906 inflicted by either sabre, sword, or bay- 
onet, and of these only 52 were fatal. In the 
Franco-German war less than one in 300 of the 
wounded suffered from sabre or bayonet; and 
in our own war there was only about one in 279. 

These facts have inspired Gen. Benet, Chief 
of the United States Ordnance Bureau, to write 
a letter to the Secretary of War suggesting that 
it is time to banish such useless weapons from 
the army. In my mind.,“ he writes, there 
exists not a doubt that the days of the sabre 
and bayonet are numbered, and that the only 
question to be decided is, whether the time is 
ngt already at hand when they should be dis- 
carded.’” Gen. Sherman concurs, stating that it 
is probably time that their use, or, rather, their 
disuse, were discontinued; and Phil Sheridan, 
the model cavalryman, says, “The cavalryman 
wants, first, a good horse, a good Springfield 
rifle; then a good reyolving pistol and a knife.“ 
Evidently the days of sabre and bayonet are 
numbered. 

They both did good work when they were 
young. The sword is mentioned more than 300 
times in the Bible, and it has been the aristo- 
cratic weapon of all ages. In the early times, 
when men were brutes aud fought foot to foo 
the sword was far the most effective arm o 
every military service. The bayonet was in- 
vented near Bayonne, in France, whence its 
name, about 240 years ago, and was at first a 
sword whose handle was stuck into the barrel 
ofa musket. It superseded the pike, and was 
very useful in the old days of short-range point- 
blank nghting. It is the improved artillery, the 
carbine, and the repeating rifle that have ren- 
dered swords, sabres, and bayonets cumbrous 
and useless. Scientific precision and various 
death-dealing devices have united to relegate 
all weapons which imply personal contact to the 
old museums, where the spears, shields, battle- 
axes, bows and arrows, and halberds wait for 
rusty reinforcements. Archange.

New Organs, April 22.—The fourth annual 
Convention of the Expressman’s Aid Society 
met to-day at the parlor of the St. Charles Ho- 
tel, which had been decorated for the occasion. 
On the wall directly back ot the President's 
chair was a portrait of Alvin Adams, Esq., the 
founder of the Adams Express Company. 
Above the portrait were festoons of roses, 
cedar, and delicate flowers. Surmounting was 
a wreath of cedar on which was inscribed, 
“Southern Welcome to Expressmen,”’ the 
whole forming a chaste and elegant tableaux. 
On the walls were flags of the Union and other 
express companies, together with the Stars and 
Stripes, and pennants bearing the names of the 
different States of the Union. On the platform 
were several miniature orange-trees bearing 
their fruit. 

President Alfred Gaither, preceded by his 
Excellency Gov. Nicholls, and his Honor Mayor 
Pillsbury, assumed the chair at 10:20 a. m., and 
declared the meeting oper. Mayor Pillsbury in 
a few remarks welcomed the delegates to the 
city, and expressed the wish that their visit 
would be a most agreeable and enjoyable one. 
L. C. Weir, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, responded to Mayor Pillsbury’s welcome,

After a recess, the report of the Committee 
on Credentials reported forty-four ‘divisions 
represented by sixty-three delegates. 

Letters of regret were read by the Secretary 
from absent members who were unable to ap- 
pear at this Convention. 

The reports of the Secretary and Treasury 
were referred to the Auditiag Committee with- 
out being read. Numerous invitations were re- 
ceived from the citizens of New Orleans, ex- 
tending courtesies to the members.

tional Lloy us, Toledo Fire 4 Marine, and 
Inland Union, of New York; Alexander McKay, 
St. Panl Fire & Marine; William Magill. 
Manufacturers’ of Boston; John Cameron, North- 
western National, of Milwaukee; Capt. John 
Prindiville, Manhattan, of New York, Securit 

(New Haven), and Providence, Washington; — 
James H. Bishop, Traders’ of Chicago. 

Capt. Egan wanted to resign the Chairmanship 
of the Board, but he was unanimously re-elected, 
as was also Mr. Bishop as Secretary, and the new 
Board was thus organized.

THE CUSTOM-HO USE. 
BACH DAY’S INVESTIGATION 
into the manner in which the new Custom-Honse 
has been built is fruitful of results, and the mag- 
nitade of the steal grows bigger and bigger, like 
an approaching locomotive head-light on a dark 
nigut. Yesterday the inquisitors finished their 
examination of the mullions. There are 
eighty-four of these stones, plain on three sides 
and ornamented on the fourth. They were sawed 
out at Mueller's stone-yard in Cincinnati, and for 
this he was paid at the rate of 35 cents per foot. 
After their arrival here it became necessary to add 


- alittle more to Mueller’s commissions, and the order 


was given to have them hand-dressed. Forty-nine 
of them were chiseled on four sides. and thirty- 
five on three, at an average costof $30 apiece all 
around. On this expenditure Mueller received a 
commission of 15 per cent, which in the aggregate 
amounted to about This may be set down 
as a deliberate steal. in the afternoon tle Com- 
mittee devoted a short time to an investigation of 
the accounts connected with the quoiu stones, 
but nothing definite was reached. 

Thus far it has been ascertained that Mueller’s 15 

r cent commission has netted him upwards of 

150, 000, and with full knowledge that 60 per cent 
of this was an unblushing fraud upon the Treas- 
ury, he has had the unparalleled audacity to pre- 
sent an additional Claim for something over 
$10,000. It is not witkin the range of possibilities 
that he could have fixed the bills and vouchers for 
this alone. Withogt the collusion of parties high 
in authority in Washington or around the work 
here, it could not have been done; but how much 
he may have paid in the way of subtraction, di- 
vision, and silence, is unknown, and probably 
never will de revealed. 

The stonecutters who are now and were em- 
ployed on the building are mad as hornets at being 
classed as Penitentiary workmen by Mr. Burling, 
in an interview with that gentleman in Sunday's 
Tripune. They state that there never was but 
one Penitentiary graduate at work on the structure, 
and he was a particular pet of the superintendin 
architect, by whom he was given the position o 
foreman over one gang. 

The damaging character of the revelations, in- 
culpating more or less all those in authority 
around the building, has made it unpleasant for 
them. Mr. Burling, it was stated yesterday after- 
noon, had retained Messrs. C. H. Reed and Leon- 
ard Swett to look after his interests, ana, when the 
Commission come to take oral testimony, they will 
undoubtedly make the sessions lively by a rigid 
cross- examination of the witnesses. 


A CLOSE CALL. 

AN ELEVATOR ACCIDENT, 
in which some nine or ten persons had a most 
miraculous escape from death, occurred yesterday 
afternoon, shortly after 3 o'clock, in the Howe 
Building, southeast corner of Jackson and State 
streets. The property belongs to Charles Tobey, 
the proprietor of the Tobey Furniture Company. 
The lower story, cellar, and fifth floor are occupied 
by the Howe Sewing-Machine Company.

The authorities are not at all alarmed because 
some men, armed with muskets, drill on the prai- 
rie. They are not Communists, but a company 
of Bohemian rifles, who occupy about the same 
positien as the Alpine Hunters. Before the July 
riots they were organized under the State law, but 
the police authorities, fearing them for some rea- 
son, took their arms away. They reorganized, 
and bought their own guns. No law prevents them 
from drilling. 


It is now stated that none of the new scrip will 
be issued before May 1. The printers are at work 
on it, but their progress is not very rapid. Be- 
sides, it is the intention to pay all the city em- 
ployes right along without any stoppages, and 
hence time is required to get the paper ready. The 
police and firemen are grumbling more than ever, 
while the clerks are not at all backward in express- 
ing their sentiments. Grocerymen and others 
who have been carrying them for three or four 
months are getting impatient. 


Eight or ten teamsters in the employ of the De- 
artment of Public Works struck yesterday for 
igher wages. They were getting $2.50 a day for 

the services of themselves and teams, and wanted 

. The latter was the price paid last year. 

Whether the concession wiil be made is uncertain, 
since it is said all the teams needed can be had for 
$2.50. The work of streét-cleaning on the South 
Side will cease until a settlement is reached, and, 
perhaps, in the other divisions, as it is probable 
that the teamsters there employed will also make 
the demand. If the $2.50 were paid in cash the 
men might continue, but, as scrip is to de given 
them, they say they and their horses cannot live on 
the amount they expect to realize from it. 


It was stated last evening that the county would 
this morning apply for an injunction to restrain 
the city from going forward with tte building, on 
the ground that the plane have been so changed 
that the two buildings will not harmonize in gen- 
eral appearance. No injunction will be granted, 
as the allegation is untrue. All the changes 
made by the’ Council Building Committee 
are m details, not in general lines, they 
having orde of a lot of useless orna- 
mentation which cost much money, although 
it was so hidden as to be Invisible from the street. 
From $25, 000 to $50,000 was saved by dispensing 
with it. The County Ri is getting desperate. 
Walker hasn't paid them what he owes them, and 
if they can’t get Lemont stone they will never get 
anyth from him. 


Ald. Van Osdel received a letter from the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington yesterday, in 
reply to his 1 — for $3,400 for 
the services of i if and others who 
composed the Commission which examined the 
foundations of the Custom-House three years ago. 
The Secretary states that the Commission was 
created by the Council to advance the interests of 
the city, to which body ite report was rendered. 
Incidentally the United States might have been 
benefited, the Department having, perhaps, been 
influenced by the report of the Commission to take 
action resulting in a saving of public money. But 
the Department could not with propriety assume 
the liability even had it the power to make pay- 
ments without special authority of law. There- 
fore further action was declined. 


NO CONTRACT VIOLATED. 

There is an effort now making to create the im- 
pression that the city, either by building its half 
of the Court-House according to the plans which 
it has adopted, or by the use of Bedford instead of 
Lemont stone, has violated some contract made by 
it with the county, and can, therefore, be enjoined 
from going on with the work underthe contracts 
recently made by the Committee on Public Build- 
ings. his is an error. No contract has been vio- 
lated by the city. If there has beenfany violation, 
it has been on the part of the county. 

In August of 1872 resolutions were adopted by 
the County Board and Council in which it was stip- 
ulated that both parties would join in the erection 
of a public building, and that the general exte- 
rior design of said building shall be of a uniform 
character and 4 as may hereafter be 
agreed upon by the Board of Commissioners and 
the Common Council.” The agreement contained 
a covenant on the county’s part that the city should 
have the control and occupancy of the west 
half of the Court-House Square for the City- 
Hall and public city offices without hindrance
